That plan has not been approved by Con- 
gress. In the meantime, the situation has 
so changed that it appears to be threaten- 
ing. I deem it my duty to ask at the 
‘hands of the legislative branch of the 
government such prompt and effective ac- 
‘tion as will restore confidence in our 
financial soundness, avert business disas- 
ter and universal distress among our peo- 


e. 
Whatever may be the merits of the plan 


- Outlined in my annual message as a rem- 


edy for the ills existing, and as a safe- 
guard against the depletion of the gold 
reserve then in the treasury, I am now 
convinced that its reception by Congress 
and our present advanced stage of finan- 
cial perplexity mecessitate additional or 
different legislation. With natural re- 


Sources of unlimited variety and produc- 


t ve strength, and with a people whose 
activity and enterprise seek only a fair 
opportunity to achieve national success 
and greatness, our progress should not be 
checked by a false financial policy and 
leediess disregard of sound monetary law, 
nor should timidity and fear which they 
engender stand in the way of our pros- 
perity. It ts hardly disputed that the 
predicament confronts us today. There- 
fore, no one in any degree responsible 
for making and executing our laws should 
fail to see patriotic duty in honestly and 
f.mcerely attempting to relieve the situa- 
tion. Manifestly, this effort will not suc- 
ceed unless it is made untrammeled by 
prejudice or partisanship, and with stead- 
fast determination to resist the temptation

affected with financial difficulties, all our

It is by no means der- 

tain that bonds of this description can 

be much longer disposed of at prices 

creditable to the financial er of 

our government.

and to financial enterprise, but to those

hardly do to say that a simple increase of 
‘revenue will cure our troubles. The 
apprehension now existing and constantly 
inoreasing as to our financial ability does 
not rest upon calculations of our revenues. 
The time has passed when the eyes of in-

of silver desire a condition that might fol- 
low the inaction or neglect to appreciate 
the meaning of the present exigency, if 
it should result in the entire banishment 
of gold from our financial and currency ar- 
rangements. Besides the treasury notes, | 
which certainly should be paid in gold, 
amounting to nearly $500,000,000, there will 
fall due in 1904 $100,000,000 issued during 
the last year, for which we have received 
gold, and in 1907 nearly $600,000,000 4 per 
cent. bonds, issued in 1877.

If they are to be paid in such 
manner as the preservation of our national 
honor and national solvency demand we 
should not destroy or even imperil our 
ability to supply ourselves with gold for 
that purpose. While I am not unfriendly 
to silyer, and while I desire to see it rec- 
ognized to such an extent as is consistent 
with financial safety and preservation of 
the national honor and credit, I am not 
willing to see gold entirely banished from 
our currency and finances. : 
To avert such consequences I believe 
thorough and radical remedial legislation 
should be promptly passed. I therefore 


attention. In my opinion, the Secretary of 
the Treasury should be authorized to issue 
bonds of the government for the purpose of 


reserve and the redemption and cancella- 
ation of United States legal tender notes 
and treasury notes issued for the purchase 
of silver under the law of July 14, 1890. 
We should be relieved from the humiliat- 
ing process of issuing bonds to procure 
gold to be immediately and repeatedly 
drawn on these obligations for purposes 
not calculated to benefit our government 
or our people. The principal and interest 
of these bonds should be payable on their 
face in gold, because they should be sold 
for gold or its representative, and because 
there would now probably be difficulty in 
favorably disposing of bonds not contain- 
ing this stipulation. a4 

I suggest that bonds be issued in de- 
rominations of $20 and „ and their 
multiples, and that they bear interest ata 
rate not exceeding 3 per cent. per annum. 
I not see why they need be payable 
for fifty years from this date. We of the 
present generation have large amounts 
to pay if we meet our obligations, and 
long bonds are more saleable. The Sec- 
retary of the Treasury might; well de per- 
mitted at his discretion to receive on the 
sale of the bonds, legal tender and treasury 
notes to be retired, and, of course, when 
they are thus retired or redeemed in gold 
they should be cancelled. These bonds 
under the existing laws could be deposited. 
by the national banks as security for cir- 
culation, and such banks should be al- 
bowed to issue circulation up to the face 
value of these or any other bonds so de- 
posited, except bonds outstanding bearing 
only 2 per cent. interest, and which sell 
in the market at less than par. N nal 
banks should not be allowed ti Mke out 
circulating notes of less denomination 
than $10, and when such as now are out- 
standing reach the treasury, except for 
redmeption and retirement, they should be 
cancelled; and notes of the denomination 
of $10 and upward issued in ‘their stead. 
Silver certificates of the denomination of 
$10 and upward should be replaced by 
certificates of denominations under $10. 
As a constant means for the maintenance 
of a reasonable supply of gold in the treas- 
ury, our duties on imports should be paid 
in gold, allowing all other dues to the gov- 
ernment to be paid in any other form of 
money. 

I believe all the provisions I have sug- 
gested should be embodied in our laws, 
if we are to enjoy a complete reinstate- 
ment of a sound financial condition. They 
need not interfere with any currency 
scheme providing for an increase of the 
circulating medium through the agency 
of national or State banks, since they 
can easily be adjusted to such a scheme. 
Objection has been made to the issuance 
of interest-bearing obligations for the 
purpose of retiring non-interest-bear- 
ing legal tender notés. In point 
of fact, however, these notes have bur- 
dened us with a large load of interest, 
and it is still accumulating. 

The aggregate interest on original issue 
bonds, the proceeds of which in gold con- 
stituted the reserve for the payment of 
these notes, amounted to $70,326,250 on 
January 1, 1895, and the annual charge 
for interest on these bonds and those 
issued for the same purpose during the 
last year will be $9,145,000, dating from 
January 1, 1895. 7 

While the cancellation of these notes 
would ‘not relieve us from obligations al- 
ready incurred on their account, these 
facts are given in the way of a sugges- 
tion that their existence has not been from 
“the interest charges, and that the longer 
they are outstanding, judging from the 
experience of the last year, the more 
expensive they will become. In conclu- 
sion, I desire frankly to confess my re- 
luctance to issuing more bonds in the 
present circumstances, and with no bet- 
ter results than have lately followed that 
course. I cannot, however, refrain from 
adding to the assurance of my anxiety to 
co-operate with the present Congress in 
any reasonable measure of relief, the 
expression of my determination to leave 
nothing undone which furnishes a hope 
for improving the situation or checking 
a suspicion of our disinclination or dis- 
ability to meet with strictest honor every 
national obligation.

HIGH WINDS. 


Further Details of the Damage Near 
Sacramento.

WOODLAND, (Cal.,) Jan. 28.—~A fierce 
wind came sweeping down from the 
north Sunday morning and it was not 
long before it began to make trouble for 
the railroad company. The high wind set 
the waves to rolling in the tule basin 
on the Sutter side and about 9 o'clock 
Sunday morning word came that the rail- 
road was in danger.

BOSTON, Jan. 28.—Fifty-four dollars 
from Boston to San Franciseo is the 
latest quotation made on the railroad 
rlalto, and, deducting $8 for sleeping-car 
accommodations, there is left just $46 to 
be divided between the various railroads 
making the haul of nearly three thous- 
and miles. The above bankrupt rate was 
given to a party of ten from a neighbor- 
ing city that wished to make the run 
across the continent, and as it was per- 
fectly legitimate they set about to get 
the lowest terms for which the trans- 
continental tour coyld be made.

PARIS, Jan. 28.—(By Atlantic Cable.) 
Im the Senate and in the Chamber of Dep- 
uties today, the first message of President 
Faure was read. Then the Chamber passed 
the amnesty bill by an overwhelming ma- 
Jority, and the government thereby de- 
feated the first attack of the opposition. 

The newspapers this morning were no- 
ticeably harsh in their utterings on the 
Ribot 


The Chamber of Deputies was- crowded. 


on the reassembling of that body this 
afternoon, and the public and diplomatic 
galleries were packed with interested spec- 
tators. 

Ribot, the new Premier, read the Pres- 
ident’s message in the Chamber, - and Ta- 
rieux, the Minister of Justice, read it in 
the Senate. The message was as follows: 

J should but imperfectly '@xpress my 
profound gratitude if 1 did hot return 
to the working democracy, to which I 
belong all the honor which as been de- 
stowed upon me. It was to the democ- 
Tacy that the manifestation of the 17th 
was addressed. It was to the obscure 
work incessantly’ ‘accomplished 
mocracy for the greatness of France that 
the representatives of the nation offer this 
solemn act of homage. I grasp the full 
extent of the duties imposed on me by the 
National Assembly, ii: intrusting me with 
the task of guarding the examination. 
You will not find me wanting. You can

to know what opening there is for some 
particular branch of manufacturing. It is 
to be hoped that the recent suggestion of 
The mes will be heeded, and an effort 
made to revive the Manufacturers’ Asso- 
clation, so that we may be in a position 

to give definite information on these sub- 
jects to those who apply for t. 

While. interest is being taken in this 
subject, it may be hoped that an effort 
will be made to complete the smelter en- 
terprise, which was started year before 
Mat, but came to an untimely end, owing 
o the financial depression at that time. 
The frame of the smelter building which 
was erected, then, together with some out- 
bu'ldings, still stands on the east bank 
of the--river, near Ninth ‘street. There 
would be no trouble about keeping such a 
smelter busy. An estimate that was made 
a short time ago showed that a total of 
200 tons of ore a day could be counted 
on from about a dozen principal mining 
districts tributary to this city, not taking 
into account a number of smaller districts. 
The smelters of Denver, Pueblo, Omaha 
and City reach out from 200 to 
1000 miles for supplies, while the New 
Jersey reduction works gets part of its ore 
from twice that distance. If Los Angeles 
were to draw on Arizona ahd Northern 
Mexico a supply considerably larger than 
that above mentioned could be relied on. 

In smelting ores coke is chiefly used, 
therefore a few words on the relative cost 
of coke in Los Angeles, as compared with 
other places, wil! be of interest. The 
Colorado coke used at the Omaha smelter 
costs about $12 per ton laid down there, 
while English sie bought from first hands 
and shipped in large quantities can be laid 
down in Los Angeles for about $13 per ton.

CLEVELAND TO CONGRESS. 


President Cleveland’s evident alarm 
over the financial situation finds ex- 
pression in a message to Congress, 
which appears elsewhere in this issue. 
It is an earnest, not to say piteous, ap- 
peal to the National Legislature to de- 
vise some measure which will stop 
the drain of gold from the treasury 
and save the credit of the nation. 

It must be confessed that Mr. Cleve- 
land’s apprehensions are not without 
a substantial foundation. 


vember from which the treasury de- 
rived some $58,000,000 in gold—it has 
suffered a loss of about $69,000,000 in 
gold, with no prospect that the drain 
will decrease, but with the prospect, 
rather, that it will goon in an increas- 
ing ratio, if not checked, until the re- 
serve—which has again dropped to less 
than $60,000,000—ie exhausted. This 
would mean financial panic and na- 
tional insolvency. Another issue of 5 
per cent. bonds, to the amount of $50,- 
000,000 or $100,000,000, would serve 
only to check the tide for a time. It 
would not stop it, because it would be 
only a palliative, not a true remedial 
measure. Mr. Cleveland, moreover, 
says frankly that the administration is 
reluctant to put out another bond issue 
under the law of 1875, and expresses 
doubt as to whether the bonds could 
be floated advantageously, as that law 
provides for payment “in coin,” but 
not especially for payment in gold. 

It is amusing—or would be so if the 
matter were less serious—to note the 
manner in which Mr. Cleveland floun- 
ders when attempting to explain the 
which, he declares, 
“eonfronts us today.” He lacks the 
honesty to acknowledge, frankly, that 
the real cause underlying this awk- 
ward predicament is the deficiency in 
the national revenues; which defi- 
ciency is the direct result of Demo- 
cratic bungling with the tariff. In 
fact, Mr. Cleveland has the hardihoud 
to declare that the real trouble lies in 
“the lack of confidence, widespread 
and constantly increasing, in the con- 
Unuing abllity or disposition of the 
government to pay its obligations in 


_ gold,” and that it does not fie in the 


inadequacy of the revenues to pay cur- 
rent expenses and obligations. 

This is a very clumsy attempt on Mr. 
Cleveland's part to conceal the real 
cause of the difficulty by a sophistical 
statement of a half truth. The whole 
truth is that, while the lack of confi- 
dence referred to is the immediate 
cause of the treasury’s embarrassment, 
the fundamental! cause lies deeper, in 
the simple fact that the government’s 
expenses are much greater than its in- 
come. 

The case lies thus: The govern- 
ment has now outstanding some $500,- 


5 000.000 in legal tenders and treasury 


notes, which are payable in gold on de- 
mand. These demand obligations are 


. used to draw gold out of the treasury. 


“If the government were in a position 
fo cancel or retire these notes as fast 
me they are presented for redemption, 


A i the draining process could very soon be 


materially checked, and in a compara- 
tively short time might be stopped en- 
tirely. But the government’s revenues 


nes far below its expenses that it is 


Gdliged to pay out these notes again 
and again, instead of retiring them. 
Thus. they go at once into circulation, 


“and are again presented for redemp- 


tion, acting like an endless chain of 
Duckets to lift gold out of the treas 
ury. It is manifest that, if the gov-

any considerable proportion of them, 
as fast as redeemed, the problem—or 
“predicament” — would speedily fur- 
nish its own solution. It is equally 
manifest that Mr. Cleveland knowingly 
mistakes the real cause of the diffi- 
culty—for even he is hardly so stupid 
as not to understand it. 

The remedy which Mr. Cleveland 
proposes is closely in line with the cur- 
rency bill recently introduced by Sen- 
ator Jones of Arkansas. He suggests 
the issuance of Idéng-time (fifty years) 
low-interest bonds, in small denomina- 
tions, and in ‘sufficient quantity to can- 
cel the legal tenders and the Sherman 
notes; the retirement of national-bank 
notes of denominations under $10, and 
the compulsory payment of import du- 
ties in gold. There are other minor 
suggestions, but those cited are vital. 

Reduced to a simple proposition, Mr. 
Cléveland recommends the borrowing 
of $500,000,000 for fifty years, at 3 per 
cent. interest, payable in gold, to pay 
off the non-interest-bearing debt of. the 
nation. How the government could | 
continue to meet current expenses and 
maturing obligations, without a ma- 
terial increase of current revenues, 
Mr. Cleveland does not explain. 


Some of the opponents of the Nica- 
ragua Canal Bilbave asserted that it} 
is “another Credit Mobhbilier,” while 
others declare it to be “another Pa- 
cific railroad job.” Senator Perkins, 
in his recent speech in the Senate, ef- 
fectually disposed of such absurd ob- 
jections, by showing that the United 
States government will absolutely con- 
trol the construction and operatipy of 
the canal, and that it will probably 
yield a fair revenue from the time it 
is opened to commerce. Senator Per- 
kins said, in part: 

“The government of the United | 
States virtually undertakes.the enter-.. 
prise, acquires all the concessions 
made by Nicaragua and Costa Rica, 
and builds the canal through an in- 
strumentality of its own, in the form 
of a corporation in which the govern 
ment itself will own seven-tenths of 
the stock and will regulate the traffic, 
including rates of toll. From the best 
estimates possible, the income of the 
canal at the start would be $9,000,000, 
at u toll of $1 per ton, while the outlay 
would be about $4,000,000. This would 
be a dividend of 5 per cent. on the 
$100,000,000 of stock, of which the 
United States would receive 70 per. 
cent, being $3,500,000. 


Representative Boatner of Louisiana 
has introduced in the House a substi- 
tute for the Reilly Pacific Railroads 
Bill, and an effort is to be made to in- 
duce the opponents of the Reilly bill 
to unite on Mr. Boatner’s plan. It pro- 
vides for a commission of three per- 
sons to take charge of the government- 
aided roads when they default in the 
payment of their debts, and to control 
them, as representatives of the govern- 
ment, until Congress shall devise some 


interests. The commission is to have 

the powers of management usually ex- 
ercised by railroad directors, and is 
to have authority to investigate all the 
subsidized roads, to ascertain whether 
they have fraudulently obtained money 
from the government, and to recom- 
mend plans for restitution. The bill 
provides that at least two of the com- 
missioners: shall reside west of the 
Mississippi. - Mr. Boatner’s substitute 
is a sort of compromise measure, and 
its passage would be infinitely prefera- 
ble to the passage of that iniquitous 
measure.

The finding. of this paper encouraged the 
two men to continue their search, and 
they were kturther rewarded by finding a 
small prospecting glass, similar to those 
used in mines, and a key-ring with two 
keys. These things were partially im- 
bedded in the sand, and while scratching 
it over in some other places they found 
some silver coins to the value of $7.65. 
These things were not together in one 
place, but scattered around at a distance of 
from five to fifteen steps from where tk 
dones of the man were found. The as- 
sumption is that coyotes had torn the 
clothes from the body of the dead man, 
and in so doing, the money, keys and cer- 
tificate of deposit had tumbled out of the 
pockets. The certificate of deposit. which 
was the fatthest distant from the re- 
mains, had, it is supposed, been blown by 
the wind until caught in the sagebrush, 
where, being tangled in the branches, it 
remained. The two men searched dili- 
gently for other articles, but none were 
found. They then retraced their steps to 
Walter’s Station, and in due time arrived 
back in Los Angeles, where they recounted 
to Public Administrator. Field the. story 
of their trip, and turned over to him the 
certificate of deposit and other things they 
had found. The remains of the dead man 
were taken to San Bernardino, where they 
were buried by Phoenix Masonic Lodge. 
The certificate of deposit, being so im-

The stub of the certificate deposit 
book showed that Straubenmueller had de- 
posited with. the bank $200 on the date in- 
dicated. by the certificate, and, although 
the signature of the cashier could not be 
deciphered, a comparison of the certificate 
with the stub showed conclusively. that the 
certificate which had lain hidden for so 
many years in a sagebrush on the d 
was the identical one issued to Strauben- 
mueller by the bank. Even a jagged cor- 
ner of the certificate, made when it was 
torn out of the book, fitted into a corre- 
sponding place on the stub. Moreover, the 
bank officials stated that the sum of $200 
deposited by Straubenmueller had never 
been drawn out, and was still to his 
credit. 
In addition to this it was found, on com- 
paring them, that the cloth of Strahben- 
mueller’s coat, which he had left in 1891 
with the Southern Pacific tankman, Brady, 
at Walter’s Station, and which’ Blair had, 
as already stated, succeeded in getting, 
was precisely of the same material as that 
‘of the vest which had been found near the 
dead man’s bones.

He denounced the whole police depart- 
ment as corrupt and in need of a Lexow 
investigation, and lunged into Detective 
Bosqui especially. Bosqui is mad because 
he didn’t get the $200 hush money he 
asked for,“ said he, and dhe knows it.

Barnes, the Bank Robber, 
Remains a Prisoner. 


Dismissed by Judge 
Van 


The Suit of the Bank to Recover the 
Stolen Money Before Judge 
‘Clark—The Law Points 
Involved - 


C. B. Barnes, Ontario bank - robber, who 
was arrested in this city on January 21 
last, appeared before Judge Van Dyke yes- 
terday morning, and sought to obtain 
his. release from the custody of the local 

officers ‘through the medium of habeas 
corpus proceedings. 

He wak represented by J. M. Lucas 
Esq.; while Asst.-Dist.-Atty. Williams ap- 
peared on behalf of the authorities. 

In presenting the application to the 
cOurt. Mr. Lucas stated that the claim 
that his client was illegally detained was 
based ‘upon. the ground that the warrant 
upon which Barnes was arrested in this 
county was issued by a justice of the 
peace of San Bernardino, who had omitted 
to indorse it for service in another county, 
nor was it accompanied by the requisite 
certificate as to the official character of 
the magistrate who issued it. 

The statute also provides, ‘however, that 
the handwriting of -the magistrate by 
whom a warrant is issued may be proven 
by the annexation thereto of the affidavit 
of a creditie witness, and Mr. Williams, 
having ‘foreseen the objection made, was 


robbed, to that effect. 
Mr. Lucas thereupon contended that this 
affidavit, not having been annexed to or 
indorsed on the warrant at the time it 
7 = served upon his client, was of no 
Judge Van Dyke, however, was not of 
the same opinion, and held that as the 
papers. were regular on their face when

Later on, Mr. Lucas appeared before 
Judge Clark, in Department Two, with a 
motion to quash the writ of attachment 
issued in the civil action commenced by 
the bank against Barnes, for the recov- 
ery of the money stolen by him. His mo- 
‘tion was based upon the ground that said 
writ was irregularly issued, in that it was 
not founded upon any contract, either ex- 
press or implied, for the direct payment 
ot money, as required by sec. 573 of the 
Code of Civil Procedure. 

Sheldon Borden, Hsq., who appeared. on 
behalf of the bank, contended that this 
was an action for money had and received 

by the defendant, in which the law im- 
plied an obligation on his part to return 
the money. If the plaintiff chose, as in 
this case, to waive the trespass, and sue 
for the return of its money on an implied 
contract,. the action could only be main- 
tained in its present, form. 
Both gentlemen cited innumerable 
authorities to sustain their respective 
views of the matter; and the court at the

INCOME Tax.’ 
— 
Instructions as to How it Shall be 


Collected. | 
Associated Press Leased-wire Service. 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 28.—Commissioner 


Miller of the Internal Revenue Bureau, 
has prepared a notice, copies of which will 


throughout the country notifying those 
who come within. the provisions of the 
income tax law of their duty in the prem- 
ises. The law makes an appropriation of 
$265,000 for carrying the act into effect, 
and provides for the appointment of three 
additional deputy revenue collectors and 
ten additional revenue agents. The depu- 
ties will be appointed by the district collec- 
tors, and the agents of Commissioner Mil- 
ler, who will at once begin the allotment 
of deputy collectors and the apportionment 
of the appropriation. The deputies will 
not all be allotted at once, but only as the 
necessities of the work require. After 
quoting the provisions of the law, the no- 


tice says: - 

„It is the duty of all persons of lawful 
age, having an annual income of more 
than $3500 to make and render a return 
on or before the first Monday in March, 
1895, to the collector or deputy collector 
of the district in which they reside, of the 
amount of their gains and income for the 
whole of the calendar year 1894, and all 
guardians, trustees and persons and corpo- 
rations acting in any functionary capac- 
ity, shall make a like return for their 
wards or persons for whom they act. 

_ “Every corporation, company and asso- 
ciation, both resident and foreign, doing 
business for profit in the United States 
Shall make and render a return to the 

: ~district where 


situated, on or before the first Monday in 
March, 1895, of all its business or profits 
for the whole of the calendar year of 1894. 
Returns of persons shall be made on form 
No. 365; and of corporations on form No. 
366. Such forms may be procured of col- 
lectors on application. : 

“Penalties—If said returns are not 
in the mann 
the duty of the collector or deputy collec- 
tor, to make the returns in the form pre- 
scribed, and add the penalties prescribed 
by law thereto. 

“The income tax is due and payable on 
or before the first day of July, 1895, and ail 
taxes due and unpaid after that date there 
shall be levied, in addition thereto, of 6 
per cent. on the amount due, and interest 
at the rate of 1 per centum per month from 
the time the.same became due, as a pen- 
alty.

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Some of the Transactions 
in Which He Figured. 


Land Frauds Which Were Perpe- 
trated by an Apparently Well- 
organized Gang. 


A Representative Case in Which the 
Modus Operandi is Set Forth 
in Detail—A Round- 
about Case. 


Since The Times expose of the methods 
adopted in manufacturing evidence in the 
Mead insurance case, interest has revived 
in the land frauds perpetrated by an ap- 
parently well-organized gang, of which 
Mead was by no means the least notable. 
In order to fully appreciate the signifi- 
eance of Mead’s death, and the circum- 


‘stances surrounding it, it is essential to 


understand, to some extent at least, the 
business transactions to which he was a 
party for some time prior to the time of 
his decease, in June, 1894. 

But these business transactions, all of 
a more or less shady character, were of 
such a complex nature and so varied 
in character, that it is impossible to ex- 
plain them all in detail. A fairly repre- 
sentative transaction, however, was the 
series of land frauds which resulted in 
the grand jury finding indictments against 
nine of the conspirators. A _ peculiarity 
of these frauds, and one common to all the 
dealings of this gang, was the plan of s0 
arranging and apportioning the details df 
the plot to defraud a victim that the action 
of each member of the gang might appear, 
when. viewed by itself, perfectly innocent; 
and only when viewed in connection with 
the operations of the others would it 
bear the ear-marks of criminality. 

The Rubens land trauds, alluded to 
above, illustrate this. W. H. Shinn, the 
attorney, was the friend and legal ad- 
viser of Mrs. Sarah V. Rubens and her 
daughter, Miss Luella H. Rubens, who re- 
side in East Los Angeles. These ladies 
desired to invest some little money that 
was coming to them, and Mr. Shinn, after 
stating that out of friendship for them 
he would watch their interests as he would 
those of his own mother and sister, in- 
troduced A. J. Mead as one well posted 
in land values, and in whom they might 
have implicit confidence. As they were 
desiring a mortgage investment, on Shinn’s 
advice they welcomed Mr. Mead, and then 


“ensued a series of visits to the Shinn-Mead 


offices. These apartments joined, and, 


- practically speaking, appeared to be one 


* 


and the same. It was in September, 1892, 
that Shinn told the Rubens that he had 
got a good investment for $700 on good 
mortgage security. By appointment, Miss 
Rubens called at the Shinn-Mead offices, 
and met W. M. McDonald, another lawyer. 
This gentleman represented that a Mr. 
Lindsay, a olient of his, wanted to mort- 
gage some property of his at San Fer- 
nando. He was not able to be present, 
but any day Miss Rubens desired to view 
the property, he, McDonald, would drive 
her down there. At the time that had 
been appointed, Lindsay again failéd to 
materialize, and McDonald introduced D. 

Hudson as Lindsay's friend and one 
well acquainied with the San Fernando 
land. The drive was taken, the land 
viewed—beautiful level land, though un- 
improved. Hudson's estimate of $75 per 
acre or $3000 for the tract of forty acres 
stemed conservative enough, and the 
Rubens determined to advance the re- 
quired $700. Not a shadow of doubt as 
to the good faith of the transaction crossed 
the minds of the Rubens, for when the 
matter was finally consummated, Shinn 
closed, as he had opened, the deal by 


himself, making out the check for $700. 


on the Los Angeles National Bank, in- 
dorsed it, and then handed it to McDonald, 
who drew the money two days later. That 
was on Saturday, the 8th, but the deed 
was dated October 10, 1892, and upon the 
latter day the check was cashed. Even 


at this final point Lindsay, the land-owner, 


did not materialize, but Shinn satisfac- 
torily explained his absence to his clients 
and frier. ds. 

The first semi-annual installment of 
interest was duly paid, but not the one 
following. and this omission stimulated 
inquiry. It was found the taxes on the 
property, only $1.13, were unpaid, and 
that the property was only assessed at 
$60. Then followed an unfoldment that 
showed clearly that both Mrs. and Miss 
Rubens had been deliberately buncoed out 
of their money. The official records 
showed that the San Fernando property 
had been transferred on the 10th of Oc- 
tober, 1892, the date of the Rubens deed 
of mortgage—by J. D. Cory of Pasadena 
to C. W. Lindsay for a consideration of 
$5090. Behind this official registration 
lies the true inwardness of the deal. 

Simultaneous with Mead's presentation 
to the Rubens family he had set out 
hunting among the real estate agents for 
cheap land at San Fernando. First he 
went to Burr Smith, then T. L. Chapin, 
then Kemper, who took him to D. R. 
Brearley, who had forty acres which he 
offered for $160, or with $20 commission 
to Kemper for $180. It was wash land 
for which Brearley had paid $100, and the 
deal which was. made. left him ahead of 
the game in a perfectly legitimate way. 
The official record shows as follows: 

Oct.. 8, 1892, D. R. Brearley and Mary 
T. Brearley to J. D. Cory, lot 95, ete., $5. 

Oct. 8. 1892, J. D. Cory and Mary K.

It thus appeared that while the wash 
lands were being transferred from hand 
to hand. perhaps at the very same mo- 
ment, Shinn was drawing up the check 
which Mrs. Rubens signed for £700 under 
the idea that the security was forty acres 
of fine land at San Fernando. Having 
paid $180 out of the $700 there was $520 
left to ‘‘divvy’’ among the gang. 

Before the facts as set forth above were 
fully discovered the Rubens ad been in- 
veilgied into other schemes of just as in- 
famous a character. In February, 1853, 
they were persuaded to advance $1200, 
receiving a mortgage on what was repre- 
sented as fine, arable land lying not far 
from Riverside, and which Harris, the 
owner and mortgagor, bad purchased 
from Mead. The latter .of course was 
guarantee of Harris's character for hon- 
esty and integrity, and Shinn had stood 
sponsor for Mead. and Shinn himself was 
the trusted confidant and legal adviser * 
the Rubens family. On Mar- 6. 1893. 
check was given, and a dee received in 
return. This land also turned out to be 
“wild-cat’” land perehed on a mountain 
top and practically valueless. It had been 
transferred and re-transferred from Mead 
to McDonald, then to Hudson, back to 
Mead and then to Harris, and tossed to 
and fro for considerations, varying from 
$5 to $28,900. 

The Rubens had received a last pay- 
ment arising from the sale of heir little 
Nome, and so once again be cards were 
Stacked against them.“ to use a sporting 
phrase, in order that the gang might 
get. this also. P. D. Gardemever engi- 
meered this deal and as he had heen rep- 
resented by Shinn as a very wealthy man 
the Rubens had no reason to think other- 
(Wise than as their friend and legal coun- 
vel advised them. Gardemeyer's friend. 

Jose, wanted a mortgage an 421 acres 
Met. San Jacinto land. Two hundrei acres 
were sowed in wheat and. the property 
of course. was very valuable. Garde- 
mever svbmitted a statement purporting 
io have been deen signed by four men, 
im addition to his own signature, who 
eemified to the land beine worth $15 to 
per acre. Two of these signatures 
Were forced and the other one, besides 
that of Gardemeyer himself, was that of 
3; Brown, pe of the stock =émbers of 
whe gang.

Mead met with an accident on May 22,

Later it developed that this San Jacinto 
property was worth exactly $1 per acre 
and had been manipulated-about from 
hand to hand to — it fictitious value, 
as in the previous cases c 

All the Rubens’s money was in the 
pocket of the gang, and only one thing 
remained to leave both mother ant 
daughter in an absolutely helpless condi- 
tion—namely, to obtain under speciots 
pretext the deeds and papers of the sev- 
eral properties by means of which the 
several mortgages could be foreclosed. 
The discoveries of fraud came in time to 
prevent this design being carried to ful- 
fillment. 

It was upon a presentation of the 
‘above facts that the grand jury, last 
vear. returned indictments against certain 
members of the gang. There were three 
found against Mead and one against. each 
of the following: D. M. McDonald, P. D. 
Gardemeyer, G. T. Harris, J. Brown, W. 
W. Hudson and C. W. Lindsay. It was 
a matter of surprise then, and has been 
2 that Shinn also was not included 
in the round-up. In the San Fernando 
case he appeared more in the open than 
in the other two. cases of fraud, but 
none the less was it upon his word and 
in his confidence the Rubens relied when 
they parted with every cent of the money 
that separated them from a life of anxiety, 
misery and dependence. 

When it seemed certain that an inves- 
tization would result in the courts, Shinn, 
who seemed by his actions to think he 
had compromised himself, made overtures 
through Senator Nestor A. Young to Mrs. 
Rubens. A purchaser would be found for 
the San Fernando propefty if the Ru- 
bens would furnish a certificate exonerat- 
ine Shinn from all blame in the matter 
of the loss resulting from the various in- 
vestments. This condition was not ac- 
cepted, but on November 14 an attorney 
representing Shinn, appeared with C. B. 
Ladd of Pasadena, who posed as a pur- 
chaser, and the Rubens received back $700. 

Of the men under indictment Lindsay 
skipped out, but when the case against 
Mead, McDonald, et al., was called, upon 
motion of the District Attorney the 
charge against the defendants was dis- 
missed by the -court. The facts as set 
forth above in the baldest possible way, 
would to the lay mind seem to be suf- 
ficient to hold the defendants, but it is 
to be presumed that the legal authority 
thought otherwise. At least this is the 
charitable construction to place upon his 
action. 

But while the matter was in doubt as 
to the outcome of the law’s procedure, 
events of importance were ‘'transpiring. 


and after improving in health he had a 
sudden relapse and died on June 3, 19394, 
as has been set forth heretofore by The 
Times. Despite the objections. of Mrs. 
Mead, made to Coroner Cates, through 
Shinn, an autopsy was made, and later 
Mead's family received $35,000 from the 
several insurance companies in which 
volicies had been held by the deceasod. 
It is of interest, in this connection, to 
note that, humanely speaking, Mead in. 
departing this life did the very best 
thing he could do. His. trial was set 
for a few days later than that upon which 
he died. With the machinery of the law 


tain that other frauds in which Mead 

was connected would be exposed, and his 
chances for a term in the State Prison 
appeared good. On the other hand, by 
dying, disgrace, probably, would not dis- 
honor his name or family, and $40.000 
would accrue to his wife and mother, and 
so they would be left provided for. It 
scems a hard kind of an investment when 
a man has to die to realize on the profits, 

but it was so in Mead’s case. If half the 
facts are true regarding his business 
career his decease is no matter lor la- 

ment or regret. Bi

An Important Election Point Decided

SAN. BERNARDINO, Jan. 28.—(Special 
Correspondence,) The situation in relation 
to the First National Bank, which closed 
ite doors November 10, bas not materially 
changed @imce Saturday. Today the direc- 
tors of the Farmers’ Exchange Bank and 
the San Bernardino National Bank have 
been examining a list of the First National's 
assets, with a view to making their propo- 
‘witions for Hquidating the closed bank's 
obligations definite and completa. Those 
best informed do not believe that the 
stockholders of the defunct bank will ac- 
cept the propositions that may be offered 
by either. The First National has on hand 
$300,000 in cash and ‘securities to meet 
$160,000 Mabilitieés: They are unwilling to 
sacrifice these securities. The local banks 
which have provided themselves with con- 
siderable cash in anticipation of possibly 
falling heirs to the assets and biabilities of 
the defunct Will be given an oportun- 
ity to pure such assets as they may 
desire, for cash. The balance of the assets 
are almost certain to be collected by àa re- 
ceiver. It is thought that if properly and 
‘judiciously handled, the depositors will 
not only be paid in full, but the capital 
aitock will be preserved intact to the stock- 
holders. Controler Eckels'’s special repre-
